EXPORT AND THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 


. i ‘HE increase of our export trade to help to pay for 

the great volume of imports required for the 
carrying on of our national life and the prosecution 
of the war is one of the most vital needs of these 
hazardous times. We drew special attention to this 
matter in our issue for June 7, and suggested certain 
avenues that might well be explored by the industry 
with a view to helping in the national ‘“ drive for ex- 
port.” The latest development, which we reported 
in our last issue, is the formation of an Export Group 
for the Constructional Industries, a group which is to 
include all those engaged in constructional work, 
whether it be building or civil engineering or public 
works. 

The main idea behind this Group is that it should 
confine its contribution to “invisible export,” that is 
to say, the export of services. In a statement of objects 
which they have issued, the promoters of the move- 
ment say that they “have been impressed by the 
value in reducing the adverse balance of trade of such 
invisible exports. They are convinced that the de- 
velopment of overseas contracting would accrue to 
the benefit of the nation as a whole and to the con- 
structional industries in particular.” 

The objects of the Export Group are given as follows : 

(1) To obtain information as to prospective contracts 
abroad whether public or private, and to circulate such in- 
formation among members of the Group. 

(2) To devise ways and means by which harmful com- 
petition amongst British contractors in overseas markets 
will be avoided, and an equitable distribution of contracts 
arranged amongst the members of the Group according 
to the type of works in which they specialise. 

(3) To arrange for the method of financing payments 
for work overseas. 

(4) To provide information upon all matters affecting 
conditions overseas. 

‘‘Information in regard to contracts abroad,’ it is 
stated, ‘‘ will be made readily available to the Export 
Group though the Department of Overseas Trade. Such 
Group would be regarded by the Board of Trade as the 
recognised body to which all matters relating to overseas 
contracts would be referred, and as the official channel 
for all communications with which the Group is concerned. 
It is believed that.while British contractors have regularly 
competed for the larger building and civil engineering 
works overseas, little interest has been taken in contracts 
of about £100,000 in value. Such contracts, particularly 
in the Argentine and in Egypt, have been secured largely 
by German interests. These competitors are not now active 
in such markets, and the time would appear ripe for 
endeavouring to expand the British contracting industry 
abroad.” : 

Any effort to help our overseas trade should be 
encouraged, but it would, we believe, be unwise to 
expect unduly extravagant results from this scheme. 
As we understand it, British contractors successful in 
securing a contract would send only technical personnel 
overseas. The work would be carried out by local 
labour, using for the most part local materials. The 
greater part of the salaries earned by the technical 
staff would no doubt be spent in living on the spot, 
leaving but a small margin available for the benefit of 
the exchange. To this, of course, would have to be 
added the contractor’s profit. If the contracting 
profit on a £100,000 job were 20 per cent., it would 


take fifty such contracts to produce one million pounds. 
Only a great volume of such contracts could be 
expected to add considerably to our resources of foreign 
currency. Only experience can show whether these 
would be forthcoming. 

As to the possibility of increasing our exports of 
manufactured building materials (and this, by the way, 
is not intended to be included in the activities of the 
Export Group, though no doubt its members would 
use British materials wherever it was found economically 
possible to do so), it has to be remembered that we 
have been deprived of many of our foreign markets 
as a result of German aggression—for example, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and the Low Countries, while other 
great areas of Europe are under German or other 
domination or influence. Looking farther abroad, we 
see South America becoming more and more under 
the economic influence of the United States, while 
China is regarded by Japan as a natural field of 
economic expansion. 

Apart from the countries of the Middle East, where 
opportunities for export trade may increase, there 
remain the vast spaces of the Empire, and notably the 
Colonies. The Dominions are likely to strive increasingly 
to become self-sufficient so far as their constructional 
industries are concerned, though no doubt they will be 
able—indeed, if they wish to survive as independent 
states, may be compelled—to absorb a far greater 
influx of emigrants from this country in order to fill 
up their empty spaces and develop their latent resources. 


The greatest hopes for the future of our export trade 
would appear to be found in comparatively backward 
countries such as Africa and India. As a student of 
economics put it recently, “An extra inch on the 
native’s shirt means another cotton mill in Lan- 
cashire.” But these countries must not be selfishly 
exploited as they have been in the past; they must be 
properly developed under enlightened direction. The 
standard of education and living must be raised to 
the European level. As we have before pointed out, 
the measure of potential wealth-creating resources of 
Colonial and similar territory is illustrated in the case 
of New Zealand where, less than a century ago, the 
budget expenditure was probably less than one shilling 
per head, whereas it is now £17 19s. per head, or a few 
shillings more than in Great Britain, while the natives 
have been raised to the educational and social level 
of the white settlers. What has been done in New 
Zealand can be done in Africa and India, which should 
provide fields of economic and social development for 
at least a century to come. 

This, of course, is a long-term policy and would need 
the support of the British Treasury. It is the policy 
that holds out most hope for the future, though it. may 
be impracticable in present circumstances. For the 
time being we may have to be content with lesser things, 
and for this reason we welcome and wish all success 
to the Export Group for the Constructional Industries.

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WAR-TIME HOUSING, 
COVENTRY.

Asbestos 
roofing tiles— 
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as.communal property. The majority of 
the houses are grouped in blocks of 
four, as this is the limit imposed by the 
Town Planning Committee. 

Pians.—Plans are as simple and 
economical as possible, and are dic- 
tated to some extent by the roof con- 
struction, by which no spans larger 
than 12 ft. are economical. Also room 
sizes are dictated by the Ministry of 
Health regulations. Allowance has 
been made for the provision of built-in 
cupboards at a later date, when timber 
may be available. 

ELevations.—Are designed as simply 
as possible, relying for their effect on 
good proportions and the harmonious 
use of materials. To avoid monotony, 
different finishes are used on various 
house groups, but care has been taken 
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to avoid indiscriminate variations. The 
entrance doors and bay windows are 
combined in one unit by a reinforced 
concrete canopy, and door surrounds 
enriched by the use of matt glazed 
tiles. 

Construction.—The main structure 
consists of brick cavity walls with 
in-situ concrete on the ground floor, 
precast concrete slabs on the first floor, 
and a one-way pitched roof, consisting 
of asbestos cement roofing sheets sup- 
ported by asbestos cement pressure 
pipes. Staircases are of precast con- 
crete units, built into 43-in. brick walls 
on either side. Reinforced concrete 
canopies over doors and bay windows 
are cast w-situ. Doors are flush 
panelled with steel frames. Windows 
are steel casements throughout, with 
slate or quarry tile cills.

Scrap Drawing Linen. 

An opportunity for architects and other 
designers to help in the war effort occurs 
iow in the collection and handing over to 
‘he W.V.S. of old linen drawings and 
iracings. .These can be treated and 
utilised for many purposes where the use 
of fine linen is required—surgeons’ caps, 
asks, pillow-cases, etc.—and the Build- 
ing Centre has undertaken to set up a 
clearing depot for the whole country at 
i58, New Bond-street, W.1, where all linen 
drawings should be sent. 

The scheme is outlined in greater detail 
by Mr. F. R. Yerbury on page 82, and 
it is only necessary here to ask architects 
to lend all their support to a plan which 
not only will help the country, but also 
dispose finally of the vexed problem of 
how best to file plans! 


A.A.S.T.A. and T.U.C. Affiliation.

Assistants have received ballot papers for 
voting on the recommendation of the 
Council that the A.A.S.T.A. affiliate to the 
Trades Union Congress.

Cardiff Civic Society. 

On a recent Wednesday afternoon a 
visit was paid by the Cardiff Civic 
Society to the new gymnasium being con- 
structed for the University College of 
South Wales. and Monmouth in Cathays 
Park, from the designs of Mr. T. Alwyn 
Lloyd, F.R.I.B.A., and the extension to 
Aberdare Hall, Cathays Park, for the same 
college, from the designs of Mr. Verner 0. 
Rees, F.R.I.B.A. The visitors were shown 
round the two buildings by the architects, 
who in each case explained the scheme, 
and at the close of the visit tea was pro- 
vided in the garden of Aberdare Hall. 


Oxford Preservation Trust. 

THE appointment of two new trustees 
has been reported to the annual meeting 
of the Oxford Preservation Trust. They 
are Sir Richard Livingstone, President of 
Corpus Christi, and Mr. H. 8. Goodhart- 
Rendel, P-P.R.I.B.A. 


The ‘‘ Green Belt,” London. 

Recent acquisitions towards the “‘ Green 
Belt’? around London are: 93 acres of 
land known as Barnehurst Golf Course, 
Kent; 23 acres known as Caps Wood, 
Denham, Bucks; 369 acres at Barnet, 
Herts; and 92 acres near Goddington- 
park, Chelsfield. The London County 
Council is contributing towards the cost 
of these. 


Richmond Castle as Shelter. 
THE medieval fortress has, it seems, its 
use even in modern warfare. Richmond 
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(Yorks) Town Council have decided to 
approach the Office of Works with a view 
to making use of a part of Richmond 
Castle as an air raid shelter. The Town 
Clerk said that part of the Tower was 
ideal for such a purpose. 


L.C.C. Rescue Service. 

Tue L.C.C. Civil Defence Committee 
report that 10,000 men at 100 depots are 
equipped and trained for the rescue of 
persons trapped in the debris of collapsed 
or damaged buildings, the demolition and 
light shoring of buildings in a dangerous 
condition and the clearance of debris 
from roads. 


Ministry of Health: Additional Duties for 
Welsh Board of Health. 

THe Minister of Health announced in 
the House of Commons his intention in 
future to exercise through the Welsh 
Board of Health all the principal powers 
and duties of the Minister of Health in 
relation to Wales, subject to central direc- 
tion of broad policy. 

The Minister has now informed local 
authorities in Wales and Monmouthshire 
that arrangements to this end have been 
completed and these came into force on 
May 1. They will cover housing and town 
planning; local sanitary and other ser- 
vices, including water supply, sewerage 
and sewage disposal; and alterations of 
boundaries of local government areas. 

These duties are in addition to the 
functions already exercised through the 
Welsh Board of Health, and also include 
a wide range of miscellaneous subjects

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WAR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE 


By R. Cotterell Butler, A.R.I.B.A. 


25.—EMERGENCY SCHOOLS. 
2.—NEW BUILDINGS. 


HE subject of need for, and factors affecting, the 
conversion of domestic and other premises to 
emergency schools was discussed last week. The general 
and technical considerations involved in the erection of 
new buildings for emergency purposes are reviewed below. 


Obviously there are many economic advantages in 
converting existing buildings into temporary schools at 
a time where urgency and a general saving of both 
men and materials are of such importance, but suitable 
buildings will not always be found available. To 
dissipate much effort in completely changing the amenity 
of a building which is inherently unsuitable is unwise 
practice, for with but little additional expenditure a 
new structure better suited to the requirements may be 
produced ; that is, provided that in its design and 
construction are properly borne in mind the relative 
importance of the various factors operating at this stage 


of the War. 


Apart from the conversion of existing buildings, three 
measures involving new building work may be adopted 
to meet the demand for accommodation in reception 
areas : 

1. The addition of new blocks to expand the accom- 

modation of existing schools. 


2. The erection of new schools, capable of construction 
under present circumstances, yet based upon 
peace-time standards. 


3. Purely war-time school units, of an essentially tem- 
porary nature. 


ADDITIONS. 


Schools, other than those unsatisfactorily designed in 
the first place, have plan elements which are usually 
sufficiently well-balanced to make it impracticable to 
increase the general accommodation without adding to 
each particular amenity. An exception is, of course, 
the school originally designed for expansion. Where a 
school of this type exists in a reception area, it would 
appear to be a wise undertaking to carry out the exten- 
sion in a more or less permanent form, one calculated to 
have a life at least equal to the expected period of useful- 
ness of the existing buildings. 

Apart from this exception, a number of factors make 
it unwise to advocate the wholesale extension of existing 
schools in reception areas :—First, even though addi- 
tional peace-time accommodation is required in the 
locality, emergency additions will rarely result in an 
improvement of the scheme; Second: if purely emer- 
gency constructions are erected, these may possibly be 
used for subsequent peace-time accommodation, even 
though of a sub-normal standard ; Third : if reasonably 
permanent structures are built, these may discourage 
the authorities to advocate a new school, even though 
the original building (and in fact the whole scheme) is 
out of date. 


EMERGENCY BUILDINGS—PEACE-TIME 
STANDARDS. 


The construction of emergency schools of a standard 
at least equal to peace-time criteria would appear a 
satisfactory measure provided : 

(a) The locality of the school were such that it would 
be of reasonable value after the post-war reorientation 
of population had taken place ; 

(b) The area chosen for the school were one which 
was reasonably likely to remain a reception area ; 


(c) Sufficient materials and labour were available to 
carry out the work to the standard required. 

The first proviso would appear to be one which could 
be reasonably easily assessed, provided the proper 
authorities were consulted, but under present circum- 
stances the second must be considered as extremely 
speculative. With regard to availability of material and 
labour, the position is naturally a relative one. It is 
not so much a matter of absolute availability but 
rather one of relative importance for, while adequate 
material and labour may be obtainable, with the whole 
nation mobilised in the war effort, any project of 
building at this stage for after the war should surely 
be adopted only after carefully assessing the relative 
importance of such an undertaking as against other 
war needs, calling for similar supplies. 


It must not be thought that the intelligent combina- 
tion of war-time and post-war requirements is not 
advocated. The long-term economic advantages of 
doing this, wherever practicable, have been stressed 
many times already in these articles. It is purely a 
matter of making the necessary adjustments according 
to changes in the situation, and the need, now generally 
realised, for extreme urgency in all important matters 
must modify somewhat the position as compared to 
that of nine months or a year ago. 


EMERGENCY BUILDINGS — TEMPORARY 
STANDARDS. 


A number of emergency school buildings have been 
erected, chiefly in connection with evacuation camp 
organisation. While these are, of course, emergency 
structures, they have very wisely been based upon 
standards which will mean that they will have a con- 
siderable post-war value. These cannot, therefore, be 
considered emergency buildings in the full sense of the 
word. 

Purely emergency building as such cannot be ad- 
vocated other than as a measure required with the 
greatest expediency, and. one which would be carried 
out parallel with the remainder of the war effort. ‘In the 
interests of the prosecution of the war, standards may 
frequently be relaxed in the determination of the 
amenity required, but, even though a school may be 
temporary in the fullest sense of the word, any relaxa- 
tion of generally accepted standards must be made only 
after the most careful consideration. 

In outlining the following suggestions an endeavour 
has been made to reduce the essential characteristics 
of the school unit to the lowest possible common de- 
nominator, and at the same time make as certain as 
possible that this does not so lower accepted standards 
as to result in any loss of amenity which cannot ade- 
quately be made up by increased organisation. 

In examining these suggestions, it is vitally important 
to realise that they are for purely war-time purposes, 
and are in no way intended to be a suggestion that exist- 


-ing standards for peaee-time either should or could be 


lowered with advantage. © 
GENERAL PLANNING. 


It is reasonable to sub-divide the essential com- 
ponents of a school as follows : 
Classrooms. Communal Space. 
Hygiene Facilities. Staff Accommodation. 
In arranging the respective relations of these elements, 
it is, of course, necessary to take into consideration site - 
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factors, but war-time practice must modify general 
practice somewhat. 

In order to effect a high degree of standardisation, 
schemes must be a repetition of generally adopted basic 
units, and, while the precise relationship between the 
units may be made to vary within fairly considerable 
limits, increased. efficiency in construction is to be 
obtained only by keeping down the variations as much 
as possible. 

The most effective principle is to take a site of a 
nature which may be considered fairly typical, base the 
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design upon this (allowing as far as possible for common 
variations) and to search in each instance for a suitable 
site for the standardised unit, rather than continually 
to adapt the plan to meet varying site conditions. 
This is by no means impracticable, nor is it against the 
interests of good planning, for, if this practice were 
more generally followed, the unsatisfactory results of 
handicapping the skill of even the best architects, by 
compelling them to work to an unhappily chosen site, 
would be avoided ! The snag in this system is, of course, 
that of obtaining just the site required when this is

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not for disposal, and short of an architectural dictator- 
ship (which heaven forbid!) this is not likely to be 
generally overcome in peace time, although by the 
intelligent use of their powers many municipalities have 
already achieved much. 

In war-time this snag is not present to anything like 
the same extent, for not only are the powers necessary 
to acquire suitable sites vested in those in control, but 
the temporary nature of the project enables sites to 
be used for the “duration,” without ultimately inter- 
fering with preconceived development schemes. 

In this connection, although not a planning con- 
sideration as such, a careful study of semi-permanent 
jointing systems would enable temporary developments 
to be dismantled and reassembled to meet post-war 
requirements with the minimum economic outlay. 


OPTIMUM SIZE: In peace time, numerous educa- 
tional factors discourage the creation of schools of so 
great a size that they become unwieldy, even though the 
overhead cost per accommodated child is thereby 
lowered. In war-time such considerations are of less im- 
portance, but usually the capacity of any given district 
to absorb an emergency influx of children will set a 
limit. Obviously too great a distance from billet to 
school should be avoided. Taking the 300 figure as a 
more or less reasonable assumption for the accommoda- 
tion of a rural district, and assuming a partial or com- 
plete two-shift organisation, the accommodation required 
may be approximately as follows : 

4 Classrooms, 20 ft. by 21 ft. (40 children each). 
1 General Hall, 50 ft. by 35 ft. (up to 300 children). 


On this basis, working as a partial two-shift school 
simultaneously, half the children could use the class- 
reoms for individual classes, while the remainder used 
the hall. The whole school could then use the hall at 
the same time on other occasions. On the basis of a 
complete two-shift system, hall accommodation for 
only this number (150 not 300) would be required. 

The importance of a high standard of organisation in 
emergency educational arrangements has been referred 
to in detail before, and it is only necessary to emphasise 
here the salient fact that much less accommodation is 
required in a properly organised system than in one of 
which the timetable is less carefully worked out. 


CLASSROOMS: It is undesirable to increase the 
number of children per class beyond 40, although with 
greater numbers the staff per head could of course be 
reduced. 

By arranging for ventilation both sides of the rooms, 
and having a covered way access rather than a closed 
corridor, the height of classrooms may be reduced as 
against that necessary when ventilation is arranged 
from one side only. This saving of height will normally 
be well worth while. 


The classrooms should be the most carefully orientated 
part of the scheme, and every effort should be made 
to select a site which will enable a good view as well as 
correct sunlight to be obtained. 


COMMUNAL SPACE: Internal communal space 
provided by a simple hall is not only a particularly 
useful feature from the point of general war-time 
utility (both during and after school hours), but with 
correct organisation it may be used to employ a system 
whereby a complete two-shift scheme is unnecessary, 
half the children receiving attention in the hall, the re- 
mainder being in the classrooms. 

If possible it should be given as good an orientation 
as the classrooms, and in any case be made to open 
completely on at least one side. It should be possible 
to use this room for dining, sport and P.T., in addition 
to general assembly and classes. External playing 
space demands no modification of normal peace-time 
considerations, but the site selected for the school 
should be chosen with the provision of adequate play 
space in mind. 

LAVATORY ACCOMMODATION: This should be 
designed to operate satisfactorily, but long drainage runs 
(asin dia. 3) should beavoided. For emergency purposes 
it is not necessary to insist on lavatories for each sex 
being separated by the whole length of the building— 
as is usual in normal practice—but entrances for either 
sex should, of course, be as far apart as practicable. 


STAFF ACCOMMODATION : Extensive staff accom- 
modation must be considered a non-essential under war- 
time conditions. Accommodation should be limited to 
one small rest room, one supervision room or office, and 
lavatory accommodation. 

Detailing and the design of fittings, and general con- 
structional questions, inasmuch as they vary from 
those already outlined in connection with other emer- 
gency building, will be discussed at a later date.

MR. BASIL OLIVER, F.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT. 


In the new “ King’s Head,” commenced in the 
second half of Coronation year, the aim of the 
owners, Messrs. Greene, King and Sons, Ltd., and 
their architect, Mr. Basil Oliver, F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., was to provide a building larger and 
better than its predecessor, but not so vast as not 
to remain homely. In style it is traditional and 
indigenous, having been built of local materials 
by a local builder—Mr. J. S. Norton, of St. 
Andrews Works, Halstead—with local labour. 

All external bricks used were ‘‘ Essex Primrose 
Facings,’’ mixed in three shades, and made by 
Messrs. W. H. Collier and Co., Ltd., of Marks 
Tey. Most of the windows are of counter- 
weighted sash type, but there are also about 16 
standard metal windows, and these were supplied 
by Messrs. Crittall, of Braintree and Witham, in 
the near neighbourhood. 

The roof is reed-thatched by Mr. R. W. Farman, 
of North Walsham, Norfolk. The pierced metal 
sign was designed by Mr. E. M. Dinkel, A.R.W.S., 
A.R.C.A., and was made by Messrs. F. Clubb and

Son, Ltd., of Park Works, Sudbury, Suffolk (only 
eight miles away). No portrait of the reigning 
monarch was attempted, in deference to the 
opinion of an important member of the Royal 
household who was consulted. There is, however, 
a low relief portrait of King George VI, modelled 
by Mr. Allan Howes, A.R.B.S., in the circular 
recess, formed to receive it, over the fireplace in 
the lounge. 

As the building site was on the south side of 
the road, the plan has been determined by this 
fact, and by the circumstance that the ground 
falls sharply southwards. This means that the 
road-front is actually the back, and that the 
garden front, with its high and spacious stone- 
paved terrace, is a real sun-trap, with a beautiful 
view of the Colne Valley below. This terrace, 
with its teak garden furniture (benches, chairs and 
tables), supplied by Messrs. Heal and Son, Ltd., is 
very popular on warm summer evenings. 

A special recess for darts players, off the public 
bar, is one of the features inside the house.

The tenants’ quarters are entirely self-contained 
but en suite with the public part of the house, and 
consist of a ground floor sitting-room, kitchen, 
separate scullery and usual offices. In a detached 
outbuilding (not shown on the plan) is a wash- 
house and two additional w.c.s (for the con- 
venience of charabanc women passengers in the 
summer months) although, of course, there is 
ample lavatory accommodation for both sexes 
inside the house for normal requirements. There 
is also a fuel shed outside. 

Upstairs there are four bedrooms (each with a 
fireplace) and a combined bathroom and w.c. 

Light and bright cheerful colours have been 
adopted throughout, both externally and intern- 
ally. 

Messrs. Hammond and Champness, Ltd., sup- 
plied and fixed the hand-lift between case store 
and cellar. Messrs. W. H. Heath, Ltd., supplied 
the bar-fittings, pewtering and oak seating, up- 
holstered in ‘‘ Vaumol”’ hide, natural colour in 
public bar and bright green in bar parlour. 
Messrs. Gordon Russell, Ltd., supplied the rush- 
seated ladder-back chairs in lounge, the counter- 
stools and the tables throughout, circular in 
lounge and bar parlour, and rectangular (in some 
cases), for games, in public bar.

the coloured prints, maps, etc. ; Messrs. Dale’s, of 
Brighton, made the nameplates for the doors ; 
Messrs. B. Holden and Co., Ltd., floor covering 
specialists, provided and fitted the linoleum ; 
while the weather-vane (a motor car) came from 
Messrs. G. A. Harvey and Co. (London), Ltd. ;

HOME FOR DISTRICT 
NURSES, SOUTHEY, 
SHEFFIELD. 


Tuts Home for District Nurses 
has been erected for the Sheffield 
Queen Victoria District Nursing 
Association on one of the new Cor- 
poration Housing Estates in Shef- 
field. 

Pitan.—The new Home contains 
entrance hall, office, matron’s sit- 
ting-room, nurses’ — sitting-room, 
study, dining-room, kitchen, maids’ 
sitting-room, drying-room, cloak- 
room, and district room. The latter 
contains storage cupboards for 
nursing appliances, medicine 
chests, facilities for storing and 
washing mackintosh sheets, etc. A 
sitting-out terrace is provided on 
the south front. overlooking the 
garden, access to which is obtained 
from the french windows in the 
sitting-rooms. 

The upper floor is devoted to bed- 
rooms for the nurses and staff, and 
each room is fitted with wardrobe, 
dressing-chest, and wash-bowl. A 
service-room is_ provided, with 
shampoo basin and ironing accom- 
modation, also a room for storing 
suitcases. 

ConsTRUCTION.—The walls are 
faced with  stone-coloured rustic 
bricks with red rustic dressings to 
all door and window openings, and 
the roof is covered with stone- 
coloured roofing tiles. The windows 
have metal casements in wood 
frames, and the building is warmed 
by a gas-heated low-pressure hot- 
water system. | 

Decoration. — The decoration 
scheme has been carried out in 
light pastel shades to give a bright 
cheerful effect throughout the 
building, and the walls have been 
lightly stippled in water-paint.

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AN AIR RAID SHELTER POLICY 


Deputaticn to Ministry of Home Security. 

A pEPUTATION of the A.R.P. Co-ordinating 
Committee was received by the Ministry 
of Home Security on Friday, July 19, and 
presented a memorandum on air raid 
shelter accommodation. The delegation 
included leading members of the com- 
mittee, which is composed, of a number 
of prominent arcaitects, doctors, 
scientists and surveyors, and has for its 


chairman Professor J. B. S. Haldane, 
F.R.S. The memorandum was as fol- 
lows :— 


As the dangers from air raids increase, the 
need for the fullest possible protection be- 
comes more and more urgent. At this late 
hour it is still possible to construct blast- 
and splinter-proof shelters which can be sub- 
sequently strengthened. 

Despite the statement in the House of Com- 
mons, on June 12, by the Minister for Home 
Security, that such shelters constructed by 
local authorities would earn the full Govern- 
ment grant, no steps have been taken to 
build such shelters, although since that date 
a considerable number of communal shelters 
have been put under construction. In few, if 
any, of the shelters now under construction 
is it economically practicable to strengthen 
the shelters. 

It is a matter for grave concern that the 
opportunity to build convertible shelters is 
not being used, for it is clearly evident that 
with the potentialities to-day possessed by 
air raids, we should be satisfied with nothing 
short of bomb-resisting shelters. 

It is regrettable that it should have been 
necessary on the same date for Mr, Mabane 
to state on behalf of the Government that 
plans for these shelters were not yet available 
for circulation to local authorities, for general 
plans were submitted to the Minister for 
Home Security by the A.R.P. Co-ordinating 
Committee in December last, together with 
a verbal offer by the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee to provide working drawings for the 
erection of these shelters. This offer is now 
repeated by the Committee, in view of the 
extreme urgency of the situation. 

If plans are prepared and circulated to local 
authorities with appropriate directions draw- 
ing their attention to the advantages of this 
type of shelter, the future development of the 
shelter programme can be on greatly improved 
lines. 

It is necessary to point out that communal 
shelters are capable of being provided with 
essential amenities, including ventilation, 
lighting, lavatory accommodation and _ seat- 
ing. The recent survey carried out by the 
Committee disclosed that in very many shel- 
ters these important features are lacking. It 
is of the greatest importance, not only for the 
comfort but also for the morale of the users 
of shelters that these things should be pro- 
vided in all shelters, whether of the con- 
vertible type or not. It is a very bad state 
of affairs that people should be asked to stand 
in complete darkness, in hot, ill-ventilated 
shelters, while raids are in progress, and to 
run the gauntlet of the raids to gét to a lava- 
tory or a water supply. 

The provision of labour and materials is of 
the greatest importance. There is still a large 
amount of labour available in the building 
trade. As far as materials are concerned, the 
provision of concrete should present no prob- 
lems. As for reinforcement, it should be pos- 
sible for the Minister of Supply to set aside 
material for this most important purpose. 

Finally, the Committee’s survey brought to 
light the duplication of shelters that results 
from the provision of shelters from different 
sources for one and the same person according 
to whether he is at home, in the street, or 
at work. _ By proper planning of shelters this 
duplication can be avoided and the available 
accommodation increased immediately. At 
present a person might be caught in the 
street without shelter being available, al- 
though there are domestic or factory shelters 
close at hand which he is not entitled to use. 


There are, in addition, very considerable num- 
bers of persons likely to be in places where 
no shelter is provided, e.g., shops, restaurants, 
places of entertainment, factories or commer- 
cial buildings in which less than 50 persons 
are employed. It is essential, if the best 
and most comprehensive provision of shelter 
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is to be made, that there be a single planning 
authority responsible for the provision of 
shelter for all persons in a given area, and 
that shelters be immediately planned and 
their numbers increased under the direction of 
this authority. 

These proposals are put forward with the 
single desire that, by implementing them, the 
best possible protection from air raids may 
be provided for the people of this country.

WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

Exhibition of Architectural Drawings. 

An Exhibition of students’ work in archi- 
tectural design’, measured drawings, working 
drawings, etc., arranged by the Welsh School 
of Architecture, The Technical College, Car- 
diff, in conjunction with the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Centaal Branch), was 
held in the Assembly Hall of the Technical 
College, Cardiff, on July 5. It consisted of 
the work done by one student (Mr. T. D. 
Gedrych) throughout the Five Years’ course 
leading to exemption from the Final Examina- 
tion for Associateship of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects and qualifying for 
Registration under the Architects’ Registra- 
tion Act.

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GLASS AS REINFORCEMENT 


SuccessFuL use of glass in place of steel as 
reinforcement for concrete has been made by 
two architects, Mr. A. W. Soden, A.R.I.B.A., 
and Mr. John A. Lincoln. 

This invention, which has been patented 
and is claimed to have been proved both prac- 
tical and economical, is of obvious importance 
at the present time as a means of saving steel. 
It has also opened up a field of investigation 
which may well lead to the use of glass rein- 
forcement for the sake of its own particular 
qualities and not merely as a war-time 
substitute. 

After experimenting for some months, Mr. 
Soden and Mr. Lincoln took their plans to 
Mr. E. H. Paisley, A.R.P. Engineer, Royal 
Borough of Kensington, who readily geve con- 
sideration to the use of glass reinforcement 
for concrete for air raid shelters. At his in- 
stigation independent tests were carried out 
on behalf of the Council of the Royal Borough 
at the City and Guilds College Structural 
Laboratory, South Kensington. Dr. W. S. 
Marshall, B.Sc., Ph.D., A.M_Inst.C.E., 
A.M.1.Struct.E., carried out the tests in the 
presence of representatives of the Building 
tesearch Station, the Home Office and the 
Office of Works. 


From their experiments the inventors 
have concluded that glass actually has 
advantages over steel—apart from cost— 


as reinforcement for concrete. This is what 
they say :— 

‘‘ In reinforced concrete beams steel rods are 
embodied in the lower edge to take the whole 
of the tension which is equal to the com- 
pression taken by approximately the top 
third of the concrete. The remaining two- 
thirds of the concrete is mechanically wasfed 
as regards load-bearing, and merely acts as a 
binding agent and shear. It has been found 
that by substituting glass reinforcement for 
steel the neutral axis is lowered and more con- 
crete is brought into play for compression. 
And as the glass cross-sectional area is three 
times as much as steel, hardly any concrete 
is wasted.” 

THe Guass.—The glass reinforcement is in 
strips ;% in. thick, the depth being 
half the depth of the beam which it 
is to reinforce. An important feature is 
that one edge of the glass is not cut but is 
the fire-finished edge, known as the selvedge, 
in the state in which it comes from the pro- 
cess. ‘‘ For reinforcement requirements,”’ 
the architects state, ‘‘ polishing and refining 
weaken the glass, and the cut edge is not 
capable of taking strain. By placing the glass 
strips in the beam or slab so that the cut edge 
is at the neutral axis und the selvedge lower- 
most, the stress taken by the glass, although 


only half that of rod form, is practically and 
scientifically balanced. In this form, too, the 
question of shear does not need to be provided 
for. Glass reinforcement in this form is 
cheaper than steel. 

‘In these early stages there are, of course, 
certain disadvantages, notably the present 
limit in span and a lower impact load than 
steel reinforcement. Impact load, however, 
is mainly concerned with the problem of sur- 
face air raid shelters, and here the difficulty is 
easily overcome by a number of methods. 
Finally, there is the absence of yield before 
failure. These disadvantages revealed by 
initial tests will be subjected to further 
research,”’ 

MarTeRtIALs.—The concrete used throughout 
the tests was a 1: 2: 3 mix of rapid hardening 
Portland cement, well graded clean river sand, 
and 3-in. ballast, except for specimen 5, where 
a -in. ballast was used for the concrete 
between the glass strips. A wetter mix was 
used for the lower part of the beams to facili- 
tate consolidation. The glass reinforcement 
was supplied by Pilkington Brothers, Ltd., 
and consisted of strips averaging ;& in. thick 
by 24 in. deep. Details of the specimens are 
given in the table below.

In each case the glass was placed vertically 
with the bevelled edge flush with the under- 
side of the slab. Test cubes were also made 
to give the crushing strength of the concrete 
used. The specimens were in all cases tested 
after seven days. 


The Tests. 

Dr. Marshall’s report on the tests is as 
follows :— 

The tests carried out were of two types: 
(a) bending, and (bb) impact. The 
bending test was carried out on specimens 
1-5 in a Riehlé test machine. The beams 
were supported at 4-ft. centres, ply-wood 
strips being placed over the knife edges 
to eliminate local crushing on the glass. 
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Point loads were applied at a distance of 15 in. 
from each support. ; 
The results of the tests are summarised as 


follows :—

Deflection readings taken during the test 
showed no appreciable deflection at one-third 
of the failing load, and at about 60 per cent. 
of the failing load the deflection was .02 in. 
Failure came suddenly, and was of the type 
usually obtained with brittle materials; on 
reaching the maximum load complete collapse 
occurred as distinct from ordinary reinforced’ 
concrete, where complete collapse does not 
occur until some time after the maximum load 
has been reached. 

The impact tests were carried out by drop- 
ping a 16-lb. weight from various heights on 
to the specimen, which was supported at 
1 ft. 9 in. centres on a plaster of paris bed 
1 in. wide. The results of the tests were as 
follows :— 

Specimen No. 6.—Ball dropped from 6 ft. 
height caused slight cracking on some of the 
glass strips; on again dropping the ball from 
this height very appreciable cracking of the 
glass occurred; the upper surface of the con- 
crete was not damaged. Probable ultimate 
momentum absorbed = 112 ft. lb. 

Specimen No. 7.—Ball dropped from 4 ft. 
height had no effect; ball dropped from 6 ft. 
height caused complete failure. Probable 
ultimate momentum absorbed = 88 ft. lb. 

It is realised that these tests as they stand 
have little value, due to lack of figures for an 
ordinary reinforced concrete slab under 
similar conditions, but a summary of certain 
impact tests on reinforced concrete may pro- 
vide useful comparison. A concrete slab 24 in. 
thick reinforced with .094 sq. in. of steel and 
supported at 2 ft. 6 in. centres absorbed 
144 ft. lb. of momentum, and showed failure 
by crushing of the concrete at the point of 
impact and spalling-off on the underside. The 
crushing tests on the concrete cubes gave an 
ultimate strength in direct compression of 
3,920 Ib. /sq. in. 

Concitustions.—The factor of safety for 
specimens 3 and 4 is comparable with ordinary 
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reinforced concrete under similar tests, that 
for specimens 1, 2 and 5 is somewhat lower. 
The safe moment was based on the values 
given by Mr. Soden. The impact tests com- 
pare unfavourably with ordinary reinforced 
concrete. My recommendations are that for 
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static loading of such an intensity that the 
reinforcement need not be placed closer than 
2-in. centres, glass provides a good substitute 
for steel; in cases, however, where there is 
any likelihood of impact loading it should not 
be used. 


TIMBER 


PRESENT POSITION AND FUTURE PROSPECTS. 
By “ TIMBER MERCHANT.” 


THE balances of softwood timber of pre- 
war and early war-time import still remain- 
ing in private ownership are rapidly be- 
coming exhausted, and consumers have 
been experiencing considerable difficulty 
of late in locating material of suitable 
sizes for their requirements. The Govern- 
ment’s recent action in releasing a pro- 
portion of the national stock should do 
much to ease a-situation which was be- 
coming more and more difficult with every 
day that passed. Previous to this, fresh 
methods had been introduced with regard 
to the issue of licences, the effect being, 
roughly, as follows :— 


Small quantities of timber, estimated not 
to exceed £15 in value, are each given 
separate group-numbers, and the supplier is 
permitted to charge 20 per cent. in excess of 
the controlled prices in such cases. Where 
very small quantities of several sizes are 
specified, these may sometimes be grouped to- 
gether, but so long as the total value does 
not exceed £15, the effect is the same. Large 
quantities of any one size will also be given 
individual group numbers, and here the real 
object of the scheme is revealed, for in no 
circumstances whatever is the supplier allowed 
to charge extra on such sales. He may not 
divide the deliveries in order to reduce the 
amount of each sale below £15, and if he does 
not wish or is not in a position to supply 
goods over this value, the 20 per cent. must 
not be added, however small the quantity of 
goods supplied. 

Some such regulation was badly needed, 
for, unfortunately, there can be no denying 
that certain not too scrupulous business con- 
cerns have in the past made quite unjustifiable 
extra profits by refusing to supply more than 
£15 worth of goods at a time, although in 
a position to do so. ‘‘ Sales resistance ’’ is 
the official term for this practice. The only 
objection’ to the new ruling is that in some 
cases it affects timber merchants rather 
unfairly. Builders by now must be well 
aware that from the very outset of the con- 
trol importers in the main have been refus- 
ing to sell to merchants at less than the 
maximum reselling prices to consumers. This 
means that in cases where a licence includes 
fairly large quantities of a size which a mer- 
chant has previously had to purchase from an 
importer, the former will either have to turn 
over the goods to his customer without. profit 
or else refuse to sell at all, 


Taking the measure as a whole, however, 
it can be said that the consumer should 
benefit considerably for as long as private 
stocks continue to exist. 


So much for private stocks; now as to the 
accumulated national stock of timber. Apart 
from official circles, no one has any real idea 
as to what the actual quantity of this stock 
may be. At the beginning of the war, certain 
Russian and Scandinavian contracts were 
taken over from importers and agents by the 
Government, and it may be assumed that 
some, at least, of these shipments were suc- 
cessfully imported before shipments from the 
Baltic became difficult and finally practically 
impossible. Meanwhile, shipments were 
coming, and are still coming, from Canada and 
possibly in British ships from the United 
States, which countries at present constitute 
our only source of supply. In trade circles it 
is generally considered that the stocks already 
landed in England, together with those to 
arrive during the season, are not likely to 
exceed about 50 per cent. of recent normal 
imports. It must be emphasised that the 


foregoing is entirely speculative and may 
possibly prove to be very wide of the mark. 

Nevertheless, there is little doubt that the 
plight of the timber trade, and particularly of 
timber merchants in the immediate future, is 
likely to be very serious. Under the Govern- 
ment scheme of distribution, bona-fide timber 
firms have now been allotted a quota from the 
national stock, which bears some sort of rela- 
tion to the sterling value of their turnover and 
stocks during the three years immediately pre- 
ceding the war. The exact method of calculat- 
ing the amount of the quota allowed in each 
case has not been disclosed. For handling 
this, firms are to be allowed a profit of 10 
per cent., and in addition merchants, but not 
importers, will be allowed to purchase and 
bring into stock from their quota approxi- 
mately £1,000 worth of timber, or less, if their 
average monthly turnover was less than this 
sum. This purchased stock is not a monthly 
transaction, however, and may quite possibly 
represent the total quantity the merchant will 
be allowed to bring into stock from the whole 
of his quota of the year’s imports. On this 
he will be allowed to charge an extra 20 per 
cent. in cases where the quantity sold repre- 
sents less than £15 in value on the basic price. 

A director of one of our largest importing 
firms recently stated that their overhead costs 
were normally somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood of 6 per cent. Inquiry amongst timber 
merchants of varying importance has elicited 
the information that overheads in this section 
of the trade vary between 124 and 25 per 
cent. Bearing in mind reductions in staff, but 
also increased cost in practically every 
other direction, the reduction of normal turn- 
over by, say, 50 per cent., and the fact that 
the trade as a whole has been doing none too 
well over the period from which the 
“normal ’’ figures have been calculated, and 
it will be realised that although importers 
with their relatively high turnover and low 
overheads may just scrape through with a 
small balance one way or the other, mer- 
chants are faced almost inevitably with heavy 
losses, however great the economies effected 
may be. 


Price Increases. 

The question of prices next claims attention, 
and here the licence-holder is faced with an 
increase of approximately 100 per cent., and 
in some cases considerably more. The in- 
creased cost in the case of softwoods varies 
from £22 upwards per standard, but for cut 
and prepared goods sawmill charges have to 
be added, and there is the additional cost 
of transporting goods from the port of entry 
to the wharf from which stocks are drawn by 
the merchant. Still heavier transport charges 
may be involved in certain cases, as stocks 
are now very widely dispersed throughout the 
country, and the timber required for any par- 
ticular jobs may not always be on hand in the 
immediate neighbourhood. 

The figure of £15 remains as that under 
which an extra 20 per cent. must be paid on 
the basic prices, but if such quantities are 
drawn from a national storage wharf, this 
extra accrues to the Government, not to the 
merchant. 

Goods may no longer be purchased without 
licence subject to the purchaser signing an 
“Q.A.”’ form, and the total which any person 
or firm may acquire without licence from all 
sources in any one calendar month is reduced 
to £1. According to the new regulations 
(Timber Control Order No. 13, para. 14, sec- 
tion 1), this provision applies to ‘‘ a purchaser 
who has not during the calendar month in 
which that sale was made acquired any 
timber boxboards or veneer.”’ This would 
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seem to preclude anyone who had already pur- 
chased goods on licence from subsequently 
obtaining £1 worth without licence, but, on 
the other hand, would not prevent a consumer 
who had already acquired £1 worth of timber 
from purchasing further quantities under 
licence during the same calendar month. It 
is doubtful if this interpretation was intended 
when the Order was framed. 

Consequent on the virtual extinction of 
sales without. licence and the disproportionate 
cost of handling and delivering the minute 
quantities of ‘‘free’’ goods still allowed to be 
sold, 1t is inevitable that such sales will be 
made on a considerably higher basis of prices 
than those fixed by the control. It is felt that 
consumers in general will understand and 
appreciate the necessity for this in present 
circumstances. 

With regard to remaining balances of 
private stocks, the merchant will be powerless 
to assist his customers by supplying these at 
the original controlled prices, however much 
he might be willing to do so. At the end 
of each month he will have to render an 
account of all such sales, and pay to the 
Government the difference in value between 
~ old and new controlled prices on the goods 
sold. 

Very severe restrictions are made with 
regard to the cutting and preparation of both 
private and national stocks of timber. Taken 
literally, the new regulations provide that, 
without a special licence, a supplier may not 
even cross-cut a piece of timber in order to 
supply a customer with the length which he 
requires. These restrictions apply equally to 
the consumer, but one may perhaps reasonably 
assume that if a licence is issued for certain 
items ‘‘or sizes to cut’”’ the seller or pur- 
chaser will automatically become entitled to 
carry out the necessary machining. Such per- 
mission, however, is not specifically granted in 
the Order. 

A final note regarding the securing of 
national stock urgently required for essential 
work :— 

The Government has made very clear its 
desire that, whilst they exist, private rather 
than national stocks should be drawn upon 
wherever possible. If, however, a consumer 
holds a Government certificate to purchase, 
and is unable to obtain what he requires from 
private stocks, he should inquire from the 
Timber Control if they have knowledge of 
any suitable stock in private hands. If none 
is available, the consumer should apply for 
national stock, and ask that it shall be 
released through the importer or merchant 
from whom he normally obtains his supplies. 


HOUSING OF AGRICULTURAL 
WORKERS 


The Ministry of Health draws attention to 
an Order in Council made on July 2 adding 
Regulation 68a to the Defence (General) 
Regulations, 1939. The effect of the new 
Regulation is that if, after consulting the 
County War Agricultural Executive Com- 
mittee, the Council of a county district are 
satisfied that the influx, or anticipated 
influx, of agricultural workers into their area 
is such that additional housing accommoda- 
tion must immediately be made available, 
and there exist unoccupied houses which 
cannot be reoccupied without infringing 
Section 155 (3) of the Housing Act, 1936, but 
which can be put into such a condition of 
cleanliness and repair as to be reasonably 
capable of being used as a temporary war- 
time measure for housing purposes without 
detriment to health, then the authority may 
issue a licence authorising the occupation of 
such a house. The local authority have also 
to be satisfied before issuing a licence that 
any necessary steps have been taken to put 
the premises. into a condition reasonably 
habitable during war time. It is not con- 
templated that any large sums of money 
should be spent on unfit houses. The idea is 
that some, at any rate, of the empty unfit 
houses might, on the expenditure of small 
sums of money, be made reasonably clean 
and weathertight so as to serve as temporary 
housing accommodation. 
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NATIONAL SAVINGS AND 
THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


SOME SUGGESTED METHODS. 
NoTWITHSTANDING difficulties, between 4CO to 
500 building firms have established Savings 
Groups for their employees, with an aggregate 
membership of several thousands, including 
building contractors, sanitary contractors, 
masonry contractors, decorators, builders 
merchants, plumbers, transport contractors 
and slaters and tilers. There are, however, 
between 55,000 and 65,000 building firms in 
che country. The fact that a large propor- 
tion of these have been brought to comparative 
idleness should not prevent them from setting 
up machinery by which those in their employ 
who are able may contribute to the war effort. 
The machinery is represented by Savings 
Groups as established by the National Sav- 
ings Committee. It is a simple method by 
which anything from 1d. to many shillings a 
week can be lent for the war effort now, and 
for the benefit of the contributors themselves 
iater on. 

There are between 6 and 64 milliom workers 
in England and Wales employed directly and 
indirectly by the building industry: It is the 
duty of the employers of this great army of 
workpeople to see that they are not left out 
of a movement which, in 200 days, lent more 
tham £200,000,000 to the Exchequer for the 
war effort. ; 

Some big firms fortunate enough to obtain 
Government contracts have set up Savings 
Groups on the site of every contract under- 
taken. On the site of some building opera- 
tions near Birmingham, collectors for the Sav- 
ings Group made weekly collections from the 
mem while they were at work. Other firms 
have Savings Groups in their yards and in 
their offices. 

All that is necessary to form a group is to 
get a few people interested. There are nine 
distinct group formations that can be estab- 
lished, but each one can have modifications to 
meet the requirements of any group of people. 
Having got a few people interested, the next 
thing is to find a scheme that is most applic- 
able to them, to appoint an honorary secre- 
tary and an honorary treasurer to run the 
group and then apply for affiliation to the 
National Savings Committee. The local Sav- 
ings Committee or the Commissioner of the 
district, whose addresses can be obtained from 
the nearest post office, will supply all the 
books, cards and practical advice free of 
charge. 

As to methods, one is to provide a member 
with a National Savings stamp _ book. 
For each 6d. he subscribes he receives a sav- 
ings stamp to be stuck in that book. When 
10 or more spaces have been filled with stamps 
these may be used to make a deposit in the 
member’s own account in the Post Cffice Sav- 
ings Bank or in a Trustee Savings Bank. When 
30 spaces have been filled with stamps these 
may be used to buy a National Savings Cer- 
tificate. 

The member can subscribe less than 6d. 
a time. He will then receive 1d. postage 
stamps to be stuck on a special card with 12 
spaces. When Is. thas been saved in this way 
the card is exchanged for two National Sav- 
ings stamps, which are then stuck into the 
member’s National Savings stamp book. 

There is the 30-week cycle method by which 
i5s, National Savings Certificates can be 
bought by instalments of 6d. per week for 
each certificate, over a period of 30 weeks. 
Each member signifies beforehand the number 
of certificates he intends to buy during the 

ycle. 

Then there is the Employers’ scheme, under 
which the employer is free to adopt any 
method of working which he finds convenient 
either one of his own design or one prepared 
by the National Savings Committee. In this 
torm of scheme deductions are made from pay. 

Then there is what is officially known as the 
vaniable subscription method. by which mem- 
bers of a group may buy National Savings 
Certificates by instalments of any amount 
from one penny upwards, and members’ sub- 
scriptions may vary in amount from week te 
week. Groups may also be formed in which

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members buy Naticnal Savings Certificates 
regularly by paying the full purchase price 
and not by subscribing in instalments. 
Another group method is to open an account 
in the Post Office Savings Bank or Trustee 
Savings Bank for each member. Yet another 
scheme provides for places of employment to 
make provision for specific contingencies aris- 
ing in the life of employees, as a form of 
assisting savings for the general requirements 
of the employees. The basis of this scheme is 
that a capital sum can (be gradually and 
steadily accumulated by contributions from 
employer and employee on an agreed scale, 
and invested in Savings Certificates.

Firms and War Work. 

Mr. Burke asked the Minister of Labour 
if he had. any plans designed to atilise firms 
in the building industry, particularly the 
smaller firms, many of whom had had to 
dismiss their employees owing to lack of 
orders or inquiries from Government depart- 
ments. 

Mr. Bevin said that the Departments 
responsible for the letting of building con- 
tracts were represented on the Works and 
Building Priority Committee, and in accord: 
ance with that Committee’s policy were eri- 
deavouring to spread such contracts over as 
wide a range as possible. 

University of London Extension. 

Mr. Cary asked the Minister of Supply if 
he could give any information about the 
quantity of steel used up in connection with 
the construction of the University of London 
extension’ building at Bloomsbury. 

Mr. H. Macminzan said the quantity of 
steel used in the London University exten- 
sion was approximately 1,300 tons. The con- 
tract was entered into before the war, and 
such contracts were exetnpt from the require- 
ment of licence until June 1 last. At that 
stage the bulk of the steel had been made 
dispatched to London and the small 
balance was ready for delivery from the 


works. In the circumstances a licence was 
granted in January for the outstanding 
balance. The Minister had made an Order 


which came into operation on July 8 prohibit- 
ing the use of steel already in the hands of 
contractors for building purposes except 
under licence, and the position of the Uni- 
versity extension would be reviewed under 
this Order. 


Timber Control. 

Mr. LronarD asked the Minister of Supply 
if he would reconsider the Timber Control 
Board’s provision that national stock timber 
must be purchased through a timber mer- 
chant, and institute a system which would 
permit of direct purchase from the Beard. 

Mr. H. Morrison said that to institute 
such a system would involve creating all over 
the country a large and complicated organi- 
sation with technical knowledge to take the 
place of the merchanting organisation which 
already exists, and he did not think that the 
change would have advantages to outweigh, 
not only the expense, but also the delay and 
disorganisation of supply to users that it 
would entail.

Iron and Steel Control. 

Sir,—As builders’ merchants we have re- 
ceived an order for a small item of ironwork 
for use in a private air-raid shelter. We were 
under the impression that we were in order 
in fulfilling this, but the manufacturers insist 
on a licence before completing. Is this 
necessary ? LoNnDOoN. 

The manufacturers have no right to ask 
for any such licence, though a number of 
them try to make such condition with a view 
to getting replacement. Reference to Iron 
and Steel (No. 8) Order, Para. 5, 12 (i), wil! 
make this clear.

HOLIDAYS IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL STATEMENT. 


Tue National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry has issued the following statement 
on holidays :— 

On the question of holidays during the 
present emergency period, the recent pro- 
nouncements of the Minister of Labour left 
some doubt as to the position in the building 
industry, in which (i) men are engaged by the 
hour; but (ii) works are closed down on cer- 
tain days agreed upon locally (not always the 
usual statutory holidays), and (iii) if some 
men work on those days they are paid at over- 
time rates. In ordinary times this latter 
arrangement is extended in certain districts to 
the local race week, wakes week, goose fair, 
or similar local holidays. 

The Government’s request that urgent work 
should not be interrupted at this time has 
made it desirable that the National Joint 
Council for the Building Industry should issue 
some guidance in the direction of securing 
greater. uniformity as between the many local - 
arrangements. The Council has . therefore 
made a pronouncement which states principles 
briefly summarised .as follows :— 

(1) The Building Industry Working Rules 
do not themselves impose any obligation on 
any employer to open his job or works on 
any holiday. 

(2) On jobs to which the Uniformity 
Agreement of the Building and Civil Engi- 
neering Industries applies, overtime rates 
are due if time is worked on “‘ statutory 
holidays.”’ 

(5) In respect of. August 5, 1940, the 
Government has issued an Order in Council 
that, while that day shall not be a bank 
holiday or a public holiday, it is to be 
deemed a bank holiday for purposes of any 
agreement relating to wage-payments for 
work done on a bank holiday. Thus, 
wherever any agreement exists to pay over- 
time rates on August Bank Holiday (or on 
bank holidays in general), overtime rates 
are payable if time is worked on August 5, 
1940 Viagra under the Order, though not 
a public holiday, is a statutory holiday for 
wage purposes). 

(4) The National Joint Council takes the 
view that the same principle should apply 
to other “‘ statutory ’’ holidays which the 
Government may postpone or cancel. 

(5) The National Council has approved 
regional endeavours to secure greater 
uniformity by prescribing payment at 
ordinary rates if time is worked on such 
local holidays as race weeks and wakes 
weeks, etc. 


Communal Feeding for Munition Workers. 

The Industrial Welfare Society’s booklet, 
“‘ Canteens in Industry,’’ has now been pub- 
lished in a third edition. This edition appears 
at a particularly opportune moment when the 
provision of communal feeding facilities has 
been brought to the fore by the work of the 
new Factory and Welfare Advisory Board of 
the Ministry of Labour. In maintaining the 
steady flow of munitions the health of the 
industrial worker is of the utmost import- 
ance and the provision of nourishing meals 
in attractive surroundings essential. Many 
books have been compiled recently on menus 
and feeding generally, but few deal with the 
vital. preliminary work of planning and 
equipping premises, or the problems of man- 
agement once the canteen is established. The 
Industrial Welfare Society’s booklet, which 
is based on the experience of hundreds of 
firms of all types and sizes throughout the 
country, supplies this information and there- 
fore fills an important need. Obviously, only 
the outlines of the subject can be given in 
70 pages of text, but supplementary sources 
of information are indicated. Copies of the 
booklet may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Society, 14, MHobart-place, West- 
minster, S.W.1, price 1s., or 1s.

Timber Control: Home-Grown Timber. 

Tue Ministry of Supply makes the follow- 
ing announcement :— 

In accordance with the policy of giving the 
maximum possible encouragement to the use 
of home-grown timber for purposes connected 
with the national war effort. a Direction has 
been made relaxing certain of the provisions 
of the Control of Timber (No. 13) Order, and 
came into force on July 17. 

Under Article 2 (i) of the Order, licences 
are required for the consumption of timber, 
otherwise than by barking or peeling, drying, 
seasoning or treating with preservative. The 
new Direction provides that home-grown tim- 
ber may be converted to any specification 
without a licence. This will enable home- 
grown timber to be converted freely against 
customers’ orders and in building up stocks 
in those specifications required for the 
national effort. Power is given to the Timber 
Control to prohibit conversion of home-grown 
timber to any particular specification so as 
to prevent the use of timber for non-essential 
purposes, and the Control will not hesitate 
to use this power in any cases where this 
may be necessary. Licences will continue to 
be required before home-grown timber 1s 
acquired for consumption. 

The Direction also frees merchants from 
the necessity of obtaining licences for the 
acquisition of timber for resale either directly 
or indirectly to mines. Merchants will now 
be able to acquire without licence home-grown 
larch in the round not exceeding 9 in. mean 
quarter girth over bark and home-grown fir 
and hardwoods in the round not exceeding 
7 in. mean quarter girth over bark, as well 
as prepared home-grown timber for use under- 
ground in mines. They will also be able to 
give that timber without licence such treat- 
ment as is necessary to prepare it for use 
underground in mines. Acquisitions by min- 
ing companies of mining timber for consump- 
tion remain subject to the licensing procedure 
laid down in the No. 13 Order. 


Timber Control: Movement of Stocks. 

It is announced by the Ministry of Supply 
that special arrangements have been made 
respecting any movement of timber stocks on 
grounds of military necessity. The local 
arrangements have been centralised in the 
Timber Control Area Officers, who will act 
under the instructions of Timber Control and 
the Ministry of Supply, in conjunction with 
the appropriate Government Departments. 


Acquisition of New Motor Vehicles. 

The Minister of Transport has made an 
Order under the Defence (General) Regula- 
tions, 1939, introducing as from July 20 a 
system of control over the acquisition and dis- 
posal of new (unregistered) passenger (in- 
cluding private) and goods motor vehicles and 
motor vehicle chassis with a view to ensur- 
ing that new vehicles will in future be sup- 
plied only to persons requiring them for work 
of the utmost importance. The Order, which 
is entitled ‘‘The Emergency Powers (De- 
fence) Acquisition and Disposal of Motor 
Vehicles Order; 1940,”” makes it an offence to 
acquire or to dispose of any mechanically- 
propelled vehicle to which it applies, except 
under a licence issued by, or on behalf of, 
the Minister of Transport. No licences 
authorising the acquisition of new private 
cars will be issued until further notice. ; 

The supply of new commercial vehicles is 
very limited, but any person wishing to 
acquire a new motor omnibus or coach, or a 
new goods vehicle, should submit an_applica- 
tion to the appropriate Regional Transport 
Commissioner on form VC.1—Goods and 
Passenver—copies of which can be obtained 
from the Commissioners’ offices or from the 
Ministry of Transport, Metropole Buildings, 
Northumberland Avenue, London, W.C.2. 

Manufacturers or other persons desiring to 
sell or otherwise dispose of a vehicle to which 
the Order applies may do so only to (a) a 
person holding a licence to acquire the vehicle 
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in question, or (b) a Government Department, 
or (c) a dealer who is acquiring the vehicle 
solely for resale or export, and who will not 
register it. 


Timber Control. 

In order to ensure the prompt supply to 
Government Departments of timber for home 
defence purposes, Timber Control has ap- 
pointed liaison officers to the various Army 
Commands, Arrangements have been made 
for urgent requirements for this purpose to 
be placed through the Timber Control Area 
Officers. Any stockholder who meets with 
any difficulty in this connection should com- 
municate at once with the Timber Control 
Area Officer for his district. 


LAW REPORT 


SEQUEL TO FLOODING OF HOUSE 
THROUGH BURST PIPE. 


Kine’s Bencn Division. 
Before Mr. Justice Lewis. 


Watson v. Sutton District Water Co. 

In this case, Mrs. E. K. S. Watson, the 
tenant of the house known as ‘‘ Elvaston,”’ 
Epson-road, Ewell, Surrey, claimed to recover 
from the Sutton District Water Co., the statu- 
tory undertakers for the supply of water in 
the district, damages for alleged negligence 
and breach of duty. 

The facts were that by a letter of Decem- 
ber 8, 1938, the plaintiff imstructed the 
defendants to cut off the water supply to her 
house, as it was to be unoccupied for several 
weeks, and on December 10 one of the de- 
fendants’ servants was sent for this to be 
done. The plaintiff alleged that some time 
between December 18, 1958, and January 15, 
1939, the defendants again connected the 
water supply to the house, although 11 was 
still unoccupied and no instructions had been 
given to the defendants for that to be done. 
Alternatively, the plaintiff claimed that the 
defendants had failed to turn off the water 
effectively if accordance with her instructions. 
As a result of this, water entered the pipe 
leading to. the cistern in the house and froze, 
bursting the pipe and flooding the house, 
doing considerable damage. 

The defendants, by their defence, denied 
negligence and breach of duty and also that 
they had turned the water on again as the 
plaintiff alleged. They also alleged that the 
plaintiff had contributed to the damage caused 
by having omitted to turn off the governing 
tap inside the house. 

After hearing the evidence, his lordship, 
in giving judgment for the plaintiff award- 
ing her £145 damages and: costs, said there 
was no evidence that defendants had turned 
the stop-cock to the plaintiff’s house on again 
while it was unoccupied. But there was, in 
his opinion, no reason why either the box in 
which the stop-cock was housed should not 
be locked, or some method adopted to make 
sure that umauthorised persons could not. 
tamper with the stop-cock. He (the Judge) 
held that the deferfdants could not be said to 
have carried out their mandate to cut off the 
water by simply turning off a tap which any- 
body could operate. Upon the ground that 
the defendants had failed to cut off the water 
effectively he gave judgment for the plaintiff 
as before stated.
